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OPENING OF ABBOT ACADEMY 


Large Enrollment and Few Changes in Faculty Promise 


Successful Year. 


Teachers Return After Summer 


Months of Travel and Study 


\bbot academy will reopen on Tuesday of 
next week, September 20, with an enrollment 
of 182, The pressure for admission this 
summer has been strong, and it has been 
found necessary to provide places for six 
more boarding students. The enrollment 
now stands: 141 boarding students, 41 day 
students, a total of 182. This taxes the 
capacity of Draper hall and of the dining 
room to the utmost, and it has been neces- 
sary to enlarge two rooms so that they ac- 
commodate two students instead of one. 

While workmen have been busy all sum- 
mer upon the buildings and grounds, few 
noticeable changes have been made. In 
Draper hall, hardwood floors have been laid 
in eight or ten more rooms on the third and 
fourth floors. The refurnishing of the Senior 
parlor, which was the gift of the graduating 
Class of 1927, will be much appreciated by 
the incoming Senior class. The windows 
have been attractively redraped, and the 
furniture upholstered. The resurfacing of 
the drive about the circle greatly improves 
the approach to the Academy. 

It is pleasant to announce that there are 
few changes in the faculty, Miss Mathews, 
who has been a member of the staff since 
1916, has a year’s leave of absence, which she 
proposes to spend in travel and study. She 
expects to spend some time in Spain and in 
the Holy Land. It will be remembered that 
her principal classes are in Spanish and 
Bible. She has spent the summer in travel 
in England and on the Continent and is now 
in Madrid. 

Her work will be taken for the year by Miss 
Jean Eleanor James of Albany, New York. 
Miss James is a graduate of Vassar college. 
After teaching in this country for some ye 
she taught for four years in Presbyteris 
schools in India. Since her return to this 
country, she has been Director of Religious 
Education and Executive Secretary in Young 
Women’s Christian Association work, chiefly 
in connection with what is called the “Cen- 
tral Field” with headquarters in Chicago. 
The Academy is fortunate in securing a 
young woman of such wide travel and ex- 
perience to fill this temporary position.

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HEARING ON MAIN STREET 


Interested Parties Appear Before County 
Commissioners. Plans for Widened 
Boston & Maine Bridge Presented 


A hearing was held before the county 
commissioners in Salem last Friday on the 
petition of the Selectmen of the ‘Town of 
Andover for a decree ordering the recon- 
struction and widening of the bridge over the 
Boston & Maine tracks on North Main 
Street. 

Before the road can be built however, a 
decree must be made by the county com- 
missioners ordering the reconstruction of the 
railroad bridge. There is no contest on the 
matter, the railroad, the Eastern Massa 
chusetts, the Town, County and State, each 
having agreed to pay a fifth of the cost of the 
bridge when the matter came before the 
legislature. It is expected that the road and 
bridge will be rebuilt next season. 

At Friday’s hearing, Chairman Frank H. 
Hardy of the Andover selectmen stated that 
the reconstruction of the bridge was part of 
the plan for rebuilding and widening North 
Main street. He said he understood the 
State Highway department was to make 
plans for the road and the Boston & Maine 
railroad was to submit plans for the bridge. 

F. C, Shepherd, consulting engineer for 
the Boston & Maine, presented preliminary 
plans for a bridge 66 feet wide, having a 
roadway 40 feet wide. The remaining width 
would be used as a location for the street 
railway tracks and for sidewalks. The 
width of the roadway on the present bridge 
is only 20 feet. The plans for the new 
bridge call for a structure made of structural 
steel encased in concrete. If the plans are 
satisfactory, they can be turned over to the 
state immediately to establish the grade. 

F. G. Sawyer, representing the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street railway, objected to 
the plan submitted on the grounds that the 
location allotted for street railway tracks 
was not satisfactory. 

It was then voted to continue the hearing 
until October 18 to allow the Boston & 
Maine and the Eastern Massachusetts time 
for further consideration of the plans. 


Selectmen Frank H. Hardy and Andrew 
McTernen, and Frank L. Cole, superintend- 
ent of the Board of Public Works, attended a 
hearing on appropriations held yesterday at 
Salem by the State Board of Public Works, 
Department of Highways preparatory to 
preparing the State budget for 1928, 

Selectman Hardy, in asking for a State 
appropriation for rebuilding North Main 
street, a trunk line from Boston to the 
north, stated that Andover was ready to 
contribute one third of the expense of the 
highway if the State and County did the 
same, Commissioner Williams has reserved 
his decision as to the State’s share until 
November 1.

Jackson schools which include the first six 
grades in the central district have 370 
children, the largest number under one 
wees The total enrollment in the 
Shawsheen school is 292, The Bradlee 
school in Ballardvale numbers 131. The 
Indian Ridge, West Center, Osgood and 
North schools have registered 94, 23, 22, and 
36 children respectively. 

St. Augustine's parochial school has 266 
children registered, 26 less than the Shaw- 
sheen school. The parochial school has 25 
children in the eighth grade.

the Y. W. C. A. This party was made up 
largely of students from the various Women’s 
colleges, and the young women have been 
received by the students in the various 
countries visited, which include England, 
Scotland, Holland, Poland and Switzerland. 
They have attended conferences of university 
students, at Swanick, England and at 
Schiers, Switzerland, which brought to 
gether representatives of many different 
nationalities and through the English Speak- 
ing Union and other similar organizations 
they have had opportunities to participate 
in many interesting social functions. They 
feel that the trip has enabled them to make 
much closer contacts with the life of the 
countries visited than is possible to the usual 
tourist. 

A number of the members of last year’s 
graduating class and other students also 
have been travelling in Europe. 

It is interesting to note that among the 
incoming boarding students are seven alum- 
nae daughters, five younger sisters, and 
three nieces, which indicates the confidence 
of Abbot alumnae in their Alma Mater.

The safety drive, inaugurated at a lunch-) satisfactory substitute for the human 


eon in the Chamber of commerce yesterday 
noon addressed by a group of eminent ex- 
perts, emphasizes the need of definite 
changes. One of these, every reader of 
The Herald, and everybody else in the 
country should adopt as the equivalent to a 
New Year's resolution, to become operative 
this morning: Do not jay-walk. 

Marcus Dow, the New York expert, 
reports that it has been found there that 
seventy-five per cent of the accidents to 
pedestrians in getting over streets occurred 
at places other than the regular crossings. 
The jay-walker thus invited a lot of risk to 
himself, besides slowing down traffic. If this 
practice were entirely abandoned, _ traffic 
could flow much more evenly, regularly and 
rapidly, to its own convenience and safety; 
and the community would be better able to 
take care of everybody on crossings. 

Why do we not all agree on reading this, 
hands up, that we promise never again in 
city streets to cross other than at the places 
intended for that purpose? The argument is 
demonstrably sound that this is the thing to 
do. A score of other good recommenda- 
tions came out at yesterday’s meeting, but 
in order not to diffuse the lesson of the day, 
we mention only this one. Stop jay-walking! 


The above editorial from Tuesday's 
Boston Herald brings home a point that 
cannot be overlooked. It is well known 
that if pedestrians would use a reason- 
able amount of care in crossing the 
street, accidents would be reduced to a 
minimum. In every city or town regular 
crossings are laid to enable the foot 
traflic to cross under the protection of a 
traflic officer or a marked safety zone. 
Except in the case of children, who can- 
not be expected to know better, there 
is) no why these designated 
crossings should not be used. If for any 
reason a person must cross the street al 
other than the regularly prescribed 
zones, every precaution should be taken 
to be sure that any approaching vehicle 
is not near enough to endanger a safe

Bring in the milk bottles as soon as pos- 
sible after delivery, Wash them, especially 
the mouth and cap. Place at once in the 
refrigerator, which should be 50° F or less,

The color of canned salmon is no indica- 
tion of its quality, It indicates variety. 
There are several kinds of salmon and these 
vary in color after canning from a bright red 
to almost white. 

Try a stuffing of green peppers made of 
equal parts of fresh corn, cooked macaroni 
(in small pieces), and tomato, seasoned with 
butter, salt and pepper. Any minced 
cooked meat on hand may be added. 

In serving a vegetable plate include one 
food that contains some protein, as for 
example, green peppers or tomatoes stuffed 
with a meat mixture, cauliflower or potatoes 
scalloped with cheese, spinach with hard- 
boiled eggs, or sweet corn pudding made 
with milk and eggs. 

Corn fritters may be made from left-over 
corn on the cob, ‘To 4 tablespoons fresh corn 
add 1 teaspoon melted fat, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1 egg, 1-2 cup milk, 1 cup flour, 1-2 
teaspoon salt. Mix to a batter and fry in 
deep fat. 

Curried veal is a good dish to serve when 
lima beans are in season, because the flavor 
of curry goes well with lima beans. Cut 2 
pounds of stewing veal into small pieces and 
simmer in water enough to cover until 
almost tender. Then add 2 cups of fresh

This has been brought about both through 
the building of homes and the purchasing of 
securities. Even the unions themselves have 
become investors to a more or less extent. 
Some of the unions, such as the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, have learned from 
sad experience that investing money and 
developing property is not as rosy and as 
easy as they anticipated. Hence the Brother- 
hood and other unions are not only directly 
interested now in investments but appreciate 
as never before, that employers render a 
real service, assume seal risks and are en- 
titled to substantial profits when an under- 
taking is successful. "These experiences were 
doubtless an important reason why most 
labor leaders took no part in the radical 
eruption which the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
developed. 


Cost of Living Declines 


Probably the most fundamental reason for | 
the peaceful attitude of labor today is the | 
constant decline which is taking place in| 
living costs. According to the latest sta- 
tistics living costs are today somewhat lower 
than a year ago according to the locality 
studied. Using 100 as the cost of living in| 
1913 the year before the war, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics presents the following 
figures as the status since that time. Al- 
though these figures indicate a net increase 
of about 75 per cent in fourteen years, yet 
wages show a greater increase during this | 
same period of time.

Raw Materials vs. Manufactured Goods 

When studying the statistics on specific | 
commodities compared with a year ago, we | 
find that rye and corn are higher, but that 
wheat and flour are a little lower. There has | 
been a decline in the price of pork and coffee, | 
and the seasonal low in the price of eggs was 
below last year. Butter and sugar are about 
the same as a year ago. Cotton is 20 per 
cent higher while hides are 45 percent higher 
Woo!, silk and silk substitutes are slightly 
lower in price than last year. When studying 
the metals we find a 10 percent decline jn 
steel and iron and a much greater decline in 
lead, zinc and some other metals. Copper is 
about one cent less than a year ago but is ina 
strong statistical position. Rubber and hard 
coal are a little off, while crude oil is 35 per 
cent lower. The principal decline in the cost 
of living has occured in connection with man 
ufactured products rather than raw materials 
Owing to the very keen competition today 
between manufacturers, prices are constantly 
being reduced in most lines. This is perhaps | 
most evident in connection with clothing and 
shoes. ‘The greatest price cuts, however, 
have taken place in connection with motor , 
cars and the cost of electric power, 

Although there has been no decrease in the 
wages of the building trades, yet carpenters, 
masons and other mechanics are giving more | 
work per hour of labor than they have for | 
some time, This is partly due to the fact | 
that so many of the men working in the 
building trades have become property 
owners themselves and partly because their 
labor leaders know that building is on the | 
decline and lower building costs are essential 


encouraging to retail trade. Furthermore, 
the general attitude of labor today should be 
encouraging to retailers. The uncertain 
element in the business situation is the con- 
dition of the installment craze and the 
amount of outstanding installment obliga- 
tions. Payments which wage workers are 
compelled to make each month on their 
installment purchases must take today a 
large proportion of the weekly wage. These 
acbitrary and fixed payments necessarily 
leave less for cash purchases. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that such sections as are 
today complaining about retail trade are 
those sections in which installment buying 
has been most general. However, let me 
say in closing that this condition is of itself 
acting as a check and brake on further in- 
stallment purchases, In addition the labor 
unions are starting a campaign against reck- 
less installment buying. As a result of all 
these forces business, as registered by the 
Babsonchart, is 1 percent above normal. 
Let us all do our best to keep it at its present 
condition and not “kill the goose that is 
laying the golden egg.”

DIED FROM INJURIES 


Miss Mabel D. Lakin of Balmoral Spa 
Fatally Hurt Near Home by Auto 
of Lowell Doctor 
Shawsheen Village was shocked Monday 
morning when it learned of the death of 
Miss Mabel D. Lakin from injuries received 
from being struck by an automobile driven 

by Sarah G. Watson, a Lowell doctor. 

The tragedy happened Sunday evening 
about 7.30 o’clock. Miss Lakin was return- 
ing from her day’s duties at the Spa to her 
home at 326 Andover street, South Law- 
rence. She had just alighted from a trolley 
car at the South Broadway corner of Andover 
street when it is alleged Dr. Watson driving 
at a speed of thirty-five miles an hour, so 
witnesses claim, struck Miss Lakin and 
threw her a distance of twenty feet or more.

Miss Lakin was conscious almost to the 
last and pleaded with the nurses to save her 
life if possible for the sake of her mother, to 
whom she was tremendously devoted, and 
her sole support. 

Miss Lakin had been employed at the 
Spa for over four years and was a young 
woman of fine character, wonderful person- 
ality, a friend of the children, who loved her 
and whose untimely and unnecessary death 
robbed a mother of a devoted daughter. 
She commanded the respect of everyone who 
met her in her daily round of duties, per- 
formed with unfailing courtesy. Hundreds 
of business men from all over the East and 
Middle West, who patronized the Spa when 
the American Woolen Co.’s office was located 
here, learned to respect the unassuming 
but capable service of the late Miss Lakin. 

The funeral was held Wednesday after- 
noon from her late home in South Lawrence. 
Services were conducted by Rev. Harry J. 
Newton, pastor of the Lawrence Street 
Congregational church, Lawrence. There 
was a large attendance of friends from this 
village. Favorite hymns were sung by Miss 
Nelda Bedell. Burial was in the family lot 
in Ridgewood Cemetery, North Andover. 

The bearers were Henry Simmers, man- 
ager of the Shawsheen Pharmacy, George A. 
Simmers, Arthur Jowett, Philip Leslie, 
Benjamin Babb and Edward Williams all of 
the Village. 

One of the most touching tributes was the 
floral piece from the children of the village in 
token of their appreciation of a departed 
friend.

CHANGE IN ROUTE

Instead, the writer finds a “new sex 
democracy,” which has brought an era 
of comradeship in which young people 
“take each other us they are and not 
as they believe they are,” and girls no 
longer fall in love with the image, only 
to come eventually to the day of great 
disillusionment, 

A girl now has some hand In the 
cholce of her husband, if she does not 
determine upon the man and then 
proceed to make him hers, 

There will be men who will not 
figree readily with the author. Many 
there are who will be loath to abandon 
the soft-turned phrase on the road to 
a muiden’s heart. The language of 
lovers dates too far back to be lightly 
dismissed when spring is In the air, 
the moon ts full and two young hearts 
register a mutual impulse. The day's 
outward show is more brusque than 
demonstrative, but it does not tell the 
whole story. 

Nor will all men and women agree 
that the day has but just arrived when 
the maid refuses to sit idly by as the 
man for whom her heart has walted 
finally comes into her orbit. Maybe 
today the chuse is more direet and im 
petuous, but there were ways in other 
days, and who knews but they were 
more effective. The “way of a man

The board of public works 
this week put the new street, accepted by the 
town at the last annual meeting, into splen- 
did shape and also opened up a cennecting 
link with Enmore street, thus giving residents 
on that side fo the bridge easy access to 
Elm square via Dufton road, Burnham road 
and High street. 

The highway department has also scari- 
fied High street from Burnham road _ to 
Haverhill street and is now in passable con- 
dition. This was the section the board of 
yublic works planned to build permanently 
But was blocked in the “economy”? wave 
at the last Town meeting.

NEW OXYGEN TANK 
FOR ALTITUDE USE 


Lieutenant Champion Seeks 
to Perfect Device. 


Washington.—Altitude record mak- 
Ing Is only part of the task undertak- 
en by Lieut. Carleton C, Champion, 
Jr., sky-climbing naval pilot. who suc- 
cessfully brought down his plane the 
other day from an altitude which he 
placed at 47,000 feet or better, with 
the motor flying apart and shocting 
flames, 

He Is trying to perfect the oxygen 
tank which makes it possible for avi- 
ators to breathe and remain con- 
scious In the extremely rarefied at- 
mosphere six or seven miles above the 
earth, 

When the oxygen tube was knocked 
out of his mouth on his recent flight, 
appurently by a flying part of his en- 
gine, he lost consciousness, but re- 
sxuined his faculties quickly enough to 
fight valiantly against the flames from 
his motor and to strive to save the 
precious barographs which had made 
a record of his ascent. 

One was demolished and the ether 
dumaged beyond usefulness, he fears, 
by the bursting motor, but he man 
aged what the Navy department de 
scribed as an “exceptionally fine” 
landing, 

Champion, born September 20, 1806 
has been tlying only five years, but 
he has put in more than 1,000 hours

Graduating at the Naval acudemy 
In 1919, he served abourd the U S. S 
Michigan and Olympie in the Medi 
terraneun, and then with the de

EATON AGAIN CHAMPION 


Successfully Defends Title Against 
Frank G. Murch for Country Club 
Championship 


oa H. Eaton successfully defended his 


Country club Saturday, defeating Frank G. 
Murch in the finals, 6 up and 4 to play. He 
duplicated his performance of last year going 
through a stellar field. 

Murch, the runner-up, pressed the champ- 
ion hard, particularly in the morning round 
of 18 holes, the duo going to lunch with 
Murch the leader, one up. The afternoon 
round, however, was a different story with 
Eaton playing rare golf to clinch the verdict 
early. Eaton shot a pair of 39’s in the after- 
noon for a 78 while Marth" 96 left him far in 
the rear. 

Murch’s medal score for the first 18 was 
86, one better than that of Eaton, who was 
one down at the end of the first half of the 
match. Murch won the very first hole, a 
par four, with a five while Eaton took six. 
They halved the next two with 4’s and 5's, 
Murch was down in five on the four hole as 
Eaton took a six giving Murch a lead of 2 
up. Eaton cut it down to one again with a 
par 3 on the short fifth, Murch taking a four. 

Murch increased his lead to two again by 
taking the sixth with a par 4 while Eaton 
required a five. They halved the seventh 
with a five each, Murch won the eighth with 
a four, and Eaton the ninth with 5, leaving 
the defending champion 2 down at the end 
of the first nine. 

Murch made it three up at the tenth when 
he took a five to Eaton’s seven but the latter 
took the next one, the eleventh, with a par 
three. They halved the twelfth with par 
fours and a par four gave Eaton the thir- 
teenth while Murch needed six, putting 
Murch one up. Both got into trouble on the 
next one requiring sevens on a par four 
hole. The last hole of the morning round 
was halved in par fours, giving Murch his 
lead of one up. 

Eaton made the first nine in 44 and the 
second in 43 for an 87, while Murch took 42 
and 46 for an 86. 

Eaton evened up the match at the first 
hole of the afternoon round by shooting a 
par 4 to his opponent’s six. After Murch 
won the second hole with a four against 
Eaton’s six, the latter got going again and 
squared the match at the third hole. His 
birdie three on the fourth gave him a lead of 
one up for the first time in the match. The 
fifth was halved in fours, but Eaton won the 
sixth and seventh, putting him three up. 
Murch won the eighth, Eaton the ninth, and 
the tenth was halved. Eaton increased his 
lead to four up with a par 3 on the eleventh. 
They halved the twelfth and Eaton made it 
five up and five to go with a par 4 on the 
thirteenth. The end came at the 570-yard 
fourteenth hole with Eaton shooting a par 
five. Murch was in all kinds of trouble and 
before the ball dropped in, the cup had 
counted nine strokes. 


The finalists finished out the eighteen 
holes, Eaton shooting birdie threes on the 
sixteenth and seventeenth. The winners’ 
afternoon nines were 39 each for a 78 to 
Murch’s 45 and 51 for 96. Eaton’s 36-hole 
total was 165, Murch 182.

preparations, will cause serlous re-

{cal, When a rabbit's ears were coy- 
ered with a paste containing 50 per 
cent barium sulphide, enough was ab- 
sorbed, sald the experimenters, to kill 
the animal, Death {ts caused, they 
belleve, by the formation of hydrogen 
sulphide, a gas that produces more 
or less toxie effects on human beings, 
The gas was detected In the animal's 
breath.
